Annual  Meeting  of  the  Governors. 

A  NOTHER  successful  year’s  work  was  reported  at  the  Annual 
General  Meeting  of  Governors  and  Subscribers  of  the  South¬ 
ampton  Free  Eye  Hospital,  held  on  Thursday,  25th  February, 
1932.  Dr.  A.  A.  MacKeith,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of 
Management,  presided. 

At  the  outset  it  was  decided  that  a  letter  of  sympathy  be 
sent  from  the  meeting  to  the  Right  Rev.  the  Lord  Bishop  of 
Winchester  (the  esteemed  President  of  the  Hospital)  in  his  serious 
illness. 

In  proposing  the  adoption  of  the  Report  and  Accounts  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1931,  the  Chairman  said  :  “I 
should  like  to  congratulate  our  Secretary  on  the  fact  that  he  has 
been  able  to  send  out  the  complete  Report  for  the  past  year 
before  the  meeting. 

“You  will  have  doubtless  studied  the  Report,  but  I  would 
like  to  draw  your  attention  to  one  or  two  points.  You  will  notice 
that  there  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  In-Patients 
and  a  slight  decrease  in  the  Out-Patients.  If  you  have  gone 
carefully  through  the  subscriptions  you  will  have  found  that  there 
is  a  decrease  in  all  sources  of  income.  On  the  other  side  there 
is  an  increase  in  the  receipts  from  Contributory  Schemes.  You 
will  notice  a  matter  that  calls  for  great  congratulation,  and  that 
is  that  rather  more  than  50%  of  the  expenses  of  the  Hospital 
have  been  paid  by  the  people  taking  advantage  of  this  Institution. 

“  This  is  our  first  meeting  in  the  new  building,  and  I  hope 
that  after  the  meeting  you  will  take  the  opportunity  of  seeing 
the  building.  We  who  are  working  in  the  Hospital,  especially 
the  Medical  Staff  and  the  Nurses,  thank  the  Governors  for  placing 
such  a  magnificent  building  at  our  disposal  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  on  the  work,  and  one  can  only  say  that  we  are  very  much 
indebted  to  the  Subscribers  who  have  enabled  us  to  erect  and 
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complete  this  splendid  building  without  making  a  public  appeal. 
Fortunately  we  have  been  able,  year  by  year,  to  have  a  surplus 
on  the  working  of  the  Institution,  and  this  has  enabled  us  to  get 
this  building  without  a  public  appeal.  If  you  will  only  continue 
to  support  the  Institution,  as  you  have  kindly  done  in  the  past, 
should  we  want  a  new  Ward  or  Wards  on  the  top  of  this,  we 
shall  be  able  to  do  this  also  without  a  public  appeal.  I  would 
point  out  that  the  building  has  cost  a  very  considerable  sum, 
but  it  is  worth  it.  Probably  £1,000  more  has  been  spent  on  the 
building  than  was  actually  necessary  at  this  time,  but  this  was 
done  to  strengthen  the  foundations  in  case  we  find  the  need  in 
the  future  to  build  further  storeys  above  the  present  new  build¬ 
ing  ;  the  Committee  have  looked  ahead. 

“  The  decreased  income  for  the  year  was  £21 7,  and  the 
decreased  expenditure  £83.  In  1930  the  cost  per  In-Patient  per 
week  was  £3  14s.  6d.,  and  in  1931  the  cost  was  £3  6s.  2d.,  a  saving 
of  1/2  per  day  ;  I  think  this  reflects  very  great  credit  on  our 
Matron.” 

Mr.  G.  A.  Waller,  who  seconded,  said  he  was  sure  he  was 
voicing  the  pleasure  of  all  present  in  noting  that,  in  times  of 
financial  stringency  like  the  present,  the  Hospital  was  still  in  a 
healthy  financial  condition.  It  was  extremely  satisfactory  to  find 
the  large  sum  received  last  year  from  the  Contributory  Schemes. 
This  Hospital  and  the  other  Hospitals  of  the  town  must  feel  under 
a  great  obligation  to  those  who  had  worked  the  Schemes  so  well. 
He  went  on  .to  testify  to  the  splendid  work  which  the  Chairman 
was  doing  for  the  Hospital,  and  said  so  long  as  Dr.  MacKeith 
presided  over  the  Management  Committee,  he  was  certain  the 
Hospital  would  go  from  strength  to  strength. 

The  Report  and  Accounts  were  adopted. 

Dr.  Elsie  Kyle  reported  on  the  medical  work  of  the  Hospital, 
and  praised  the  new  Out-Patient  Department  and  equipment, 
which,  she  said,  was  now  so  good  that  the  Surgeons  had  every 
means  at  their  command  for  examination  and  treatment  of 
Patients. 

The  number  of  cases  seen  during  the  year  (new  and  old)  was 
8,448.  Of  thirty-three  with  perforating  injuries,  six  lost  their 
sight  and  seven  had  a  traumatic  cataract,  which  meant  that  their 
sight  was  seriously  affected. 
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On  behalf  of  the  Medical  Officers,  she  thanked  the  Matron 
and  Hospital  Staff  for  their  loyal  assistance,  and  Messrs.  Hudson 
Verity  for  the  excellent  way  in  which  they  had  fitted  up  the 
apparatus  and  kept  it  in  constant  repair. 

Dr.  Kyle  was  thanked  for  her  report,  and  a  special  vote  of 
thanks  was  passed  to  Mr.  L.  Hudson  Verity  for  the  handsome 
gift  of  equipment  to  the  value  of  £268  15s.  6d. 

Dr.  Kyle  having  referred  to  the  veils  for  preventing  accidents, 
the  Chairman  expressed  the  hope  that  they  would  be  generally 
used  in  works  where  metal  work  or  grinding  was  done,  and  stated 
that  the  Secretary  would  be  pleased  to  send  a  specimen  veil  on 
application.

unemployment  in  the  chief  industries  of  the  district.  The  hearty 
thanks  of  the  Committee  were  conveyed  to  the  Employees  of 
the  Southampton  Gaslight  &  Coke  Co.,  who  kindly  made  a  donation 
of  £105  to  the  Hospital  from  their  surplus  funds.  This  sum  has 
been  placed  to  Capital  Account. 

Contributory  Schemes,  whose  members  provide  by  small 
weekly  payments  in  advance  for  their  Hospital  maintenance, 
have  yielded  about  the  same  amount  as  in  1931. 

The  Committee  desire  to  point  out  that  a  considerable  number 
of  the  poor  in  a  large  area,  with  Southampton  as  its  centre,  are 
attended  to  without  any  direct  payment  being  received  by  the 
Hospital  for  their  treatment. 

It  is  therefore  imperative  that  voluntary  contributions  should 
be  maintained,  and  the  Committee  earnestly  hope  that  there  may 
be  no  further  falling  off  in  voluntary  support.  To  all  of  those 
voluntary  contributors,  whether  personal  subscribers  or  organisers 
of  events  for  charitable  purposes,  the  Committee  of  Management 
desire  to  accord  their  best  thanks  ;  this  expression  of  thanks  also 
applies  to  the  Shipping  Companies  for  their  continued  assistance 
through  the  allocations  from  their  steamer  collections.

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EGG  COLLECTION. 

The  usual  Egg  Collection  resulted  in  this  Hospital  receiving 
a  gift  of  6,004  eggs  l  this  number  being  a  considerable  increase 
on  that  of  the  previous  year. 

COLLECTION  BOXES. 

The  Southampton  Voluntary  Hospitals  Advisory  Committee, 
which  meets  at  21,  London  Road,  has  recently  undertaken  the 
organisation  of  a  scheme  for  collection  boxes  on  a  joint  basis  for 
the  benefit  of  all  the  voluntary  Hospitals  of  Southampton.  Boxes 
will  accordingly  not  be  issued  by  individual  Hospitals  in  future. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  scheme  may  result  in  a  larger  amount  being 
collected  than  has  been  done  in  the  past,  and  that  those  who  have 
kindly  taken  boxes  for  this  Hospital  will  for  the  future  take  a 
combined  collecting  box. 


LINEN  GUILD. 

The  Linen  Guild  has  again  been  very  active,  and  continues 
to  provide  the  whole  of  the  linen  necessary  for  the  Hospital’s 
requirements.  This  represents  a  great  saving  to  the  general 
funds  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  members  of  the  Guild  are  accorded 
the  Committee’s  thanks  and  congratulations. 

HOSPITAL  EQUIPMENT. 

During  the  past  year  the  Committee  of  Management  arranged 
for  the  overhaul  of  the  service  of  electricity  in  the  older  buildings, 
and  this  has  now  been  brought  into  an  efficient  and  up-to-date 
condition. 

A  new  wireless  set  was  also  installed  at  a  cost  of  £60.  This 
cost  has  been  partly  met  by  the  results  of  two  Whist  Drives 
kindly  organised,  one  by  Mrs.  Hybart  and  Mrs.  Redman,  and  the 
other  by  the  Matron,  yielding  together  £2 7  is.  6d.  The  balance 
has  been  held  in  suspense  and  it  is  hoped  to  organise  similar 
events  to  liquidate  this. 

The  Committee  desire  to  extend  their  thanks  to  Mr.  H. 
Wauchope,  the  Hon.  Consulting  Electrical  Engineer,  for  his 
kindness  in  drawing  up  specifications  and  superintending  the 
work  in  connection  with  the  above  installations. 

An  Ultra-Violet  Ray  equipment  has  also  been  installed  at  a 
cost  of  about  £65,  which  has  proved  to  be  a  source  of  great  benefit 
to  Patients,  and  a  saving  of  expense  to  the  Hospital,  as  this 
treatment  had  to  be  paid  for  when  it  was  performed  outside  the 
Hospital.

SUPERANNUATION  FUND. 

A  recommendation  will  be  placed  before  the  Annual  General 
Meeting  to  transfer  the  sum  of  £250  from  the  General  Funds. 
Of  this  amount  £ 200  is  recommended  for  investment  to  increase 
the  Capital  Funds  and  £50  to  be  retained  in  the  banking  account 
to  meet  the  cash  requirements  during  the  ensuing  year. 

PRESIDENT. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  Committee  record  the  death 
in  March,  1932,  of  the  President  of  the  Hospital,  the  Rt.  Revd. 
the  Lord  Bishop  of  Winchester  (Dr.  Woods).  The  Governors 
will  be  asked  to  fill  this  vacancy  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting. 

COMMITTEE. 

There  has  only  been  one  change  in  the  Committee  during  the 
past  year.  This  was  caused  through  the  resignation  of  Mr.  J. 
Robbins,  who  found  it  impossible  to  give  time  for  the  purpose. 
The  Committee  desire  to  place  on  record  their  appreciation  of, 
and  grateful  thanks  for,  the  valuable  services  rendered  by  Mr. 
Robbins  during  the  fourteen  years  that  he  has  been  a  very  active 
member  of  the  Committee. 

The  vacancy  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  R. 
Chinchen. 

Brigadier  E.  M.  Jack,  c.m.g.,  d.s.o.,  r.e.,  has  been  elected 
Vice-Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

The  members  retiring,  under  Rule  4,  are  Dr.  A.  A.  MacKeith, 
Mrs.  E.  Burton,  Mr.  W.  G.  Barnes,  Brigadier  E.  M.  Jack  and  Mrs. 
Hybart.  These  will  offer  themselves  for  re-election  at  the  Annual 
General  Meeting. 

The  Committee  again  wish  to  express  their  thanks  to  all 
who  have  supported  the  Hospital,  financially  or  otherwise,  during 
the  year,  and  to  express  their  gratitude  to  the  Honorary  Officers, 
Medical  Officers,  Matron,  Dispenser,  Nurses,  Secretary,  Office  and 
Domestic  Staffs  for  their  attention  and  devotion  to  their  several 
duties.

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POUND  DAY. 


"  DOUND  DAY  ”  at  the  Free  Eye  Hospital,  Southampton, 
which  was  held  on  Monday,  3rd  October,  1932,  was 
inaugurated  by  the  usual  Anniversary  Service  in  the  Out-Patients’ 
Hall. 

The  Mayor  (Councillor  F.  Woolley,  J.P.),  accompanied  by 
the  Mayoress,  presided  over  the  opening  proceedings. 

Dr.  A.  A.  MacKeith,  Chairman  of  the  Management  Committee, 
extended  a  very  cordial  welcome  to  the  Mayor  and  Mayoress. 

The  Mayor  said  nothing  could  be  more  appropriate  than  that 
“  Pound  Day  ”  should  have  been  inaugurated  by  a  short  Service, 
because,  to  his  mind,  the  ministry  of  healing  could  never  properly 
be  separated  from  religion,  and  certainly  not  from  Christianity. 
Hospital  work  in  fact  was  a  piece  of  practical  Christianity. 

It  was  the  42nd  anniversary  of  the  Free  Eye  Hospital,  and 
he  understood  that  “  Pound  Day  ”  had  been  associated  with  it 
from  the  beginning.  It  was  a  beneficent  effort.  He  congratulated 
the  Free  Eye  Hospital  on  the  good  use  they  made  of  it. 

One  could  not  but  be  impressed  by  the  extreme  importance 
and  benefit  of  the  work  done  by  the  Hospital.  “  I  cannot  imagine 
anything  calculated  to  appeal  more  immediately  and  deeply  to 
the  sympathies  of  people  than  efforts  to  preserve  sight  and  to 
prevent  or  relieve  pain  to  that  sensitive  and  vital  organ — the 
eye,”  said  the  Mayor. 

He  added  that  the  name  of  the  late  Dr.  Bullar,  who  founded 
the  Free  Eye  Hospital,  and  was  a  most  indefatigable  worker,  as 
a  medical  man,  in  it  for  many  years,  should  not  be  forgotten  when 
they  remembered  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Mayor  said,  “It  is  an  Institution  which  deserves 
thoroughly  to  be  supported  by  the  public  at  large,  and  which 
deserves  recognition  by  the  public  authority  also.  It  is  because 
I  am  conscious  of  the  great  and  beneficent  work  that  is  done 
by  the  Free  Eye  Hospital  that  it  gives  the  Mayoress  and  myself 
genuine  pleasure  to  come  here  to-day  and  to  show  how  much  we 
value  the  great  work  that  is  being  done  here.”
